1956 A YEAR OF READJUSTMENT 


AS AUTO SALES, PRODUCTION DIP 
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OLLOWING a fabulous year in 1955, the automo- 
tive industry took a “breather” in 1956 with vir- 
tually all categories showing a sharp decline. 

The exception was Vehicles on the Road, which con- 
tinued to move up, reaching a total of 59,348,059 
compared with 56,540,414 cars and trucks in use the 
year before. The 1956 total was made up of 49,803,- 
977 cars (versus 47,377,970 in 1955) and 9,544,082 
trucks (vs. 9,162,444 in 1955). 

The year also saw 
“day-in-court" law, following several months 
of “dirty-linen washing” in Congress. The 
factory-dealer battle brought several conces- 
sions, such as more liberal franchise agree- 
ments, more fringe benefits to dealers and 
less sales pressure. 

Factories also set up dealer relations boards divorced 
from the sales departments for hearing dealer com- 
plaints. Factory-dealer relations were in the best shape 
in years, as 1956 ended.

NTERING 1956 with a heavy inventory of new cars, 
the industry produced heavily in the first quarter, 
only to find the usual spring upsurge in sales did not 
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materialize. Output was trimmed sharply in April, and 
dealers were able to dispose of 1956 models in an or- 
derly fashion before the 1957s started appearing in 
the fall, although their profit margin fell to the lowest 
level in years. 

1956 production therefore dropped sharply 
to 5,801,865 cars and 1,103,593 trucks (a total 
of 6,905,458 units) from the alltime record 
9,187,917 vehicles (7,942,123 cars and 1,245,- 
794 trucks) turned out in 1955. Nevertheless 
1956 was the fourth best output year in auto- 
motive history, exceeded only by 1955 and 
1950's 8,002,433 vehicles and 1953's 7,344,617. 

Because of the excessive stocks carried into 1956, 
the year’s new-car registrations actually exceeded pro- 
duction—5,955,248 versus 5,801,865. New-truck regis- 
trations in 1956, however, were slightly below the pre- 
vious year, totalling 894,366 against 957,001 in 1955. 
Total car and truck registrations were 6,849,614 in 
1956, compared with the alltime record 8,126,909 in 
1955, which made 1956 the third best year in auto 
sales history.

1956 was 791,300 compared with 896,500 workers in 
record 1955. Parts and accessory sales likewise took a 
dip, totalling $1,750,000,000 in 1955 as against $1,- 
805,000,000 in the previous year. , 


Tire production and sales, both for the original equip- 
ment market and replacement, were down somewhat 
in 1956. The year saw 100,405,695 tires produced, 
while sales reached 99,324,750. In 1955, the output 
was 112,178,257 and sales 108,499,035. 


Vehicle taxes continued to rise in 1956, hit- 
ting a total of $7,600,000,000 compared with 
$7,296,329,000 in 1955. New-car exports fell 
during the year, totalling 192,708 compared 
with 254,336 in 1955, but trucks showed a gain 
while at the same time ng car experts for 
the first time—205,230 versus 192,279 in 1955. 


The year also saw management of Studebaker- 
Packard Corp. taken over by Curtiss-Wright Corp. and 
consolidation of S-P production and offices at South 
Bend, Ind.

UYER preference for factory-installed options were 
FE: at an alltime high in 1956 as new-car customers 
purchased more equipment that would make 
driving easier, more pleasurable and/or less fatiguing. 


The eight-cylinder engine, which a few years ago 
was offered by a minority of the 18 car manufacturers, 
has nearly eradicated the six-cylinder powerplant from 
the sales picture. 


Along with the switch to the more compact, 
higher output engine has come greater use of 
power assists such as power steering, seats, 
brakes, antennas and windows. 


The automatic transmission also enjoyed greater 
popularity in 1956 as it jumped its preference to a 3 to 
1 ratio over the conventional ‘‘straight stick."’ 


HE rise in popularity of the hardtop design has been 

sensational. It took 31.22 percent of total factory 
car sales in 1956 to just about match the four-door 
sedan, which has been the favorite of the consumer 
since the introduction of the closed car. 


As the chart on this page shows, the hard- 
top, which wasn't introduced until 1949, has 
made the biggest gain in buyer preference 
over the last few years. It jumped from a mere 
0.21 percent of total factory sales in 1949 to 
27.38 percent in 1955, the first year the four- 
door hardtop came on the scene. Last year 
the hardtop increased in share of factory sales 
to 31.22 percent. 


The four-door sedan reached its postwar peak in 
1952 when it took 52.28 percent of total factory sales. 
It dwindled to 34.62 percent last year. 


In contrast, the two-door sedan, coach and coupe 
group dropped from 40.89 percent of factory sales in 
1947 to an alltime low of 19.34 percent in 1956. The 
business coupe, which also hit its peak in 1947, nearly

passed from the sales picture last year as it garnered 
only 0.18 percent of factory deliveries. 


* * * 


HE station wagon, which has gained in the eye of the 

public since the advent of the all-steel body, ac- 
counted for 10.98 percent of total factory sales in 1956. 
Its lowest postwar year was 1949, when it attained 
only 1.73 percent of total sales. 


The soft-top convertible in 1956 had its biggest year 
since 1949 as it took 3.42 percent of total output. In 
1949, the convertible captured 4.21 percent of factory 
sales. 


The chassis group, which consists of frames used 
in the construction of school buses, hearses, ambu- 
lances, etc., accounted for 0.24 percent of factory 
sales in 1956—highest percentage taken by that 
group since 1951, when it gained 0.31 percent of 
total sales. Its highest postwar year was 1947, when 
it captured 0.61 percent. 


In the big cities, where parking and traffic 
congestion is an everyday problem, power 
steering and power brakes have become al- 


most a necessity on the so-called “big” car. 


Power steering, which probably has gained the most 
favor with the woman driver, showed up in one out of 
every four cars during the 1956 model year—rising 
from 0.37 percent when it was introduced in 1951. 


LMOST parallel to power steering in popularity 

have been power brakes. From a mere 0.79 per- 
cent in 1952, the use of power brakes increased to 
24.30 percent of total model output in 1956. 


Automatic transmissions have received the greatest 
acceptance of any option in the postwar period. Al- 
though they were introduced prior to World War Il, 
the fully automatic transmission did not show up in any 
great quantity until 1946. Since that time, however, 
automatic transmissions have appeared yearly on a 
greater number of cars—and in 1956 showed up in 
74.44 percent of the cars rolled from the assembly lines.

Back in 1946, when cars on the road totalled 
25,143,000 units, only 5.12 percent of that 
year's model output was equipped with the 
automatic transmission. By 1950, however, it 
had grown to 24.85 percent and since that 
time has increased steadily each year. Last 
year, with the number of cars on the road 
rising to an alltime high of 49,804,000 units, 
the use of the automatic transmission in- 
creased to three out of every four cars. 


Other power-assist options that have gained popu- 
larity during the last two years are power windows, 
seats and antennas.

OWER windows appeared first in 1948 but then only 

on a few convertibles—in fact just 0.02 percent of 
that year's model-run output were equipped with such 
options. Last year was the high year, as power win- 
dows appeared on 6.56 percent of total factory out- 
put. Power seats were introduced in 1950, but did not 
gain popularity until 1954, when they appeared on 
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5.11 percent of total output. In 1956, the makers in- 
stalled them in 6.64 percent of their cars. 


Introduced in 1952, the power antenna is still offered 
by less than half the manufacturers. The electrically- 
powered unit appeared on only 4.90 percent of all 
1956 model cars. 


Aiding the swing to the eight-cylinder en- 
gine over the past few years was the intro- 
duction of the more compact, higher powered 
V-8 in the low and medium-price lines. Al- 
though Ford was producing the V-8 prior to 
World War Ii, it didn't appear in Plymouth 
and Chevrolet until the 1955-model year. 
Chevrolet introduced a V-8 in 1917 but quit 
producing it in 1919. 


Up until 1952, the six-cylinder powerplant was ap- 
pearing in more than half the American-made cars, but 
the following year the eight-cylinder engine came into 
the sales picture on a greater scale. By 1953, the 
higher powered powerplant had taken over leadership 
in the field with 51.45 percent of production. 


Since that time the V-8 has been increasing stegdily 
to the 80.93 percent of total output it garnered during 
the 1956 model run. 











HAT will power future automobiles — ad- 
vanced versions of the conventional piston 
engine .. . the ‘‘true’’ gas turbine . . . or the 

free piston-turbine combination? 

In long-range industry planning, this is a vital ques- 
tion on which automotive technical experts split sharply. 
Since the turbine began to rise as a serious contender 
in the powerplant picture, there has been a continuing 
debate over its ultimate role. 

More recently, with the turbine already es- 
tablished as a strong threat to present-day 
engines, new doubts about the future of the 
spark-ignition  aiiaiie an Otto-cycle engine 
were raised by adaption of free piston diesel 
engine principles to experimental automobiles. 

Now it’s a three-way argument, marked by contrast- 
ing views, and with differences of opinion heightened 
as the free piston engine enters into contention with 
vociferous support from those who flatly declare that 
it already has replaced the gas turbine in future automo- 
tive planning. 

* * . 

N THE background, the prologue to today’s hot 

powerplant hassle is the postwar period, with its rec- 
ord of intense developmental activity and fast-paced 
automotive technical progress. Particularly outstanding, 
in the past 11 years of rapid engineering advancement, 
was the marked progress in engine design and power 
output. 

For more than 50 years, the familiar Otto-cycle pis- 
ton engine has served the industry as its prime power 
source for passenger cars. This type of powerplant has 
achieved a proud record of performance, endurance, 
reliability and low cost. 

Since the modern V-8's made their appear- 
ance in the late 1940s, the industry-wide trend 
toward more compact, lighter engines has 
been characterized by sharp upswings in horse- 
power, compression ratio, torque output and 
crankshaft revolutions per minute at maximum 
rated power. 

Despite this spectacular progress, there is talk that 
the practical end is in sight for evolutionary develop- 
ment of present-day engines. A number of technical ex- 
perts are convinced that, at some point in the near 
future, design advancement based on further refine- 
ments of today's engines would be blocked by the 
law of diminishing returns. 

HUS it happens that, simultaneously with the swift 

advance in conventional engine design, the auto- 

mobile companies are taking a close look at other 
types of powerplants. Some of these experimental units 
have moved along to a point where they can seriously 
challenge the Otto-cycle engine for selection as the 
future powerplant. 

° discussion of such ideas, together with 
publicity given the various experimental proj- 
ects and capture of the public imagination by 
successful application the gas turbine en- 
gine to aircraft, have been responsible for 
general acceptance of the belief that current

ferent design concepts and operating prin- 
ciples. 


In the past three years, particularly, much has been 
said about some recent developments in prime movers 
replacing today's well tried and proved engine as the 
general choice for propelling the car. We are told that 
one day we may wake up to find that research work 
on superchargers and fuel-injection systems have be- 
come things of the past. 


This will be the day when either the gas turbine or 
the free piston diesel have become dominant in auto- 
motive production. At least that's what ardent pro- 
ponents of these engines would have us believe! 


Free-Piston Goals Differ 


HOSE who are optimistic concerning the free piston 

engine's future divide into two schools of thought. 
One holds that the free piston design is destined for 
general use in passenger cars; the other that its appli- 
cations will be limited to other fields. 


Among qualified observers, opinions are mixed. Some 
proclaim that the free piston engine's promising fea- 
tures make it the best bet for powering future passen- 
ger cars. They assert confidently that the free piston 
engine already has supplanted the gas turbine as a 
potential successor for today's engines. 

Another group is equally strong in arguing 
that free piston engines never will be applied 
to personal transportation vehicles. In this 
camp, some who favor the gas turbine charge 
that free piston advocates have perpetuated 
a publicity fraud on the public. 

They say that free piston experimenters — while 
realizing that this type of power source may have ul- 
timate capabilities for marine craft and stationery power 
generating installations—also recognize that public in- 
terest in such developments is not so keen as the avid 
curiosity about future automobiles. 

Hence (the charge goes), free piston proponents 
have held out the alleged automobile powerplant pos- 
sibility purely as a means of gaining added publicity

Engine Experiments Placed 


In Proper Perspective 


A mid-February (1957) outbreak of turbine prog- 
ress announcements saw GM (Chevrolet) and Ford 
disclosing tests on experimental turbine-powered 
trucks, while Chrysler revealed that it has doubled 
the facilities devoted to turbine research. 


Such developments are just the outward manifes- 
tations of heightening competitive pressure, as the 
major manufacturers strain to become first in the 
market with an automotive turbine. 


To aid you in viewing these turbine developments 
in a perspective of authoritative opinion on immedi- 
ate and long-term future automotive powerplant 
trends, Automotive New’'s Engineering Editor John T. 
Benedict has prepared this special article giving 
a summary of the best thinking available to date 


on the subject.

Then, too, there's always the chance that author- 
ized publicity releases on free piston work may be a 
smoke screen created for competitive purposes to hide 
a more genuine interest in the gas turbine.

OTWITHSTANDING such allegations, any reason- 

ably comprehensive examination of contradictory 
views on the explosive subject of tomorrow's automo- 
tive powerplant establishes the undeniable fact that a 
number of able, well-respected individuals are on rec- 
ord with statements favorable to the free piston en- 
gine’s potential in this field. 

Theoretically, it may be said that the free piston 
engine used with a turbine drive offers advantages 
that overcome some inherent weaknesses of both the 
piston crank engine (as now used in cars) and the 
“true’’ gas turbine. 


The present of engine requires costly 
special fuel and has poor torque characteris- 

cs. On the “plus” side, it is relatively efficient 
and has a moderate weight per unit of power 
output. The gas turbine needs an efficient heat 
exchanger (regenerator) to salvage exhaust- 
gas heat and develop acceptable fuel con- 
sumption, and has the further drawback of 
high manufacturing cost. However, the turbine 
is light weight and has excellent torque char- 
acteristics. 


The free piston engine with turbine drive is touted 
as capable of having the fuel consumption of a good 
diesel engine combined with outstanding torque fea- 
tures of the turbine. Production costs allegedly will 
offer no serious handicap, and the engine operates 
on low-cost diesel fuels. 

Basically, the engine operates like a huge air pump 
or compressor, utilizing the diesel compression igni- 
tion principle. A pair of compressor pistons bounce 
back and forth in a single cylinder, pumping hot gases 
into a turbine, from which the shaft horsepower is ob- 


tained for propulsion.

zontal cylinder. A mixture of air and fuel 
is fired between them. This drives the pis- 
tons apart. As they move outward, the 
pistons compress air at the ends of the 
cylinder. This compressed air bounces the 
pistons back toward dead center to con- 
tinue the cycle. 


In automotive installations, the free pis- 
ton gas generator is used in conjunction 
with a turbine which is needed to convert 
gas horsepower into shaft horsepower for 
driving the rear wheels of the car. 


A common feature of ail free pis- 
ton engines is the pair of stepped 
pistons operating in a common 
cylinder. Each piston is constructed 
with a smaller diameter for the 
power end, and a large diameter 
for the air compressor end. The 
smaller pistons operate opposite 
to each other, uncovering ports as 
they move, and really form the ele- 
ments of a two-stroke, opposed- 
piston diesel cylinder. 


As exploding fuel burns between the 
smaller pistons, forcing them apart, the 
larger pistons function as an air compres- 
sor or supercharger. Thus, energy or me- 
chanical work developed in the diesel 
cylinder is used to compress air by means 
of the larger pistons and to store energy 
in the bounce chambers. This bounce 
energy brings the pistons together again 
and performs the work of compression. 


Exhaust gas and scavenge air leaving 
the diesel cylinder are led to the turbine 
at a slightly lower pressure than the 
supercharging pressure of the free-piston's 
diesel cylinder. This hot gas then is avail- 
able for driving the power turbine. 


2 * * 
XHAUST gas temperature of the free 
piston engine is much lower than the 
peak temperature developed in the gas 
turbine. This factor makes possible the use 
of low-cost materials in the turbine fol- 
lowing such an engine. 


Because the free piston engine has a 


variable compression ratio (compression 
ratio at starting may exceed 30 to 1), it is 
claimed that virtually any liquid fuel may 
be used under cold conditions and the en- 
gine will start. 


Control of the free piston engine 
depends largely on varying stroke 
length. At light load, the stroke is 
short and a smaller amount of air 
is used. At full load, the full stroke 
length is taken, and a maximum air 
flow is called for. With such a de- 
sign, fuel-air ratio does not vary 
over wide limits from light load to 
full load, but the amount of air 
used in the engine does vary with 
load or power output. 


In present-day automobile engines, ex- 
haust gases pass out through the exhaust 
pipe and are expelled into the atmosphere. 
In a free piston engine, on the other hand, 
the compressed gases from combustion 
are put to use. For automotive applica- 
tions, these gases are fed to a turbine 
from which the shaft horsepower is ob- 


tained for propulsion of the vehicle. 
* * * 


No Materials Problem 


N IMPORTANT advantage claimed for 

the free piston unit is that its turbine 
operates at relatively low temperatures 
compared to the more familiar ‘‘true’’ tur- 
bine or conventional gasifier-power turbine 
combination. Whereas the gasifier (con- 
ventional) turbine uses gas at 1600 to 
1700 degrees Fahrenheit, the turbine 
driven by gas from the free piston engine 
operates at maximum temperatures of only 
850 to 900 degrees. 


Material for turbine blades in this lower- 
temperature design does not, therefore, 
pose a problem of scarcity and high cost, 
as do blades for the higher-temperature 
gas turbine. 

Although experimental passenger 
car versions of the free piston en- 
gine have been unveiled only within 
the past year, the basic free piston

Low-Silhouette Styling Forces Engineering Changes 


HETHER viewed from the standpoint of styl- 
ing significance or engineering implications, 
the outstanding characteristic of the 1957 
cars unquestionably is their extreme lowness. Appear- 
ance-wise, the ‘‘low silhouette’’ is the dominant styling 
theme for 1957. In some instances, restyling has re- 


duced car height by as much as three to four inches. 


That the long-term trend toward lower 
overall height is accelerating may be seen 
from the fact that the average 1957 model is 
more than two inches lower than the average 
in 1956. For a long period preceding this 
sudden downward squeeze, the average height 
of passenger cars had been decreasing at a 
rate of approximately one-half inch per year. 


The decision to make this year’s cars lower forced 
engineers to redesign frames, bodies, seats, suspen- 
sions, wheels, engine accessories, etc. It is not stretching 
the truth to say that the pressure arising from drastic 
lowering of the 1957 cars was responsible for some of 
the important engineering changes. Analysis of the new 
cars confirms the idea that the job of reducing height 
by from two to 4% inches affects the design and ar- 
rangement of just about every component from bumper 
to bumper and from roof to tires.

ITH stylists accentuating extreme lowness, body 
design changes rank as an all-important factor in 
accounting for many of this year’s engineering innova- 
tions.

major or minor mechanical change, it is necessary to 
trace the lines of motivation directly back from the 
engineering staff to the styling studios. 

For example, styling implications are apparent in ob- 
taining a full understanding of reasons for both torsion 
bar and air suspension systems—which aid in reducing 


car height, and (in some designs) in maintaining con- 
stant height despite load changes. Styling is no less 
significant as a factor in the adoption of fuel injection 
systems and dry-type paper air cleaners — both of 
which aid in obtaining low hood lines. 


With full production of four-door hardtops 
and extension of this styling idea to station 
wagons, the hardtop emerges this year as the 
industry's dominant body type. The “true” 
hardtop convertible also made its appearance 
this year. One maker offers a model in which 
the steel roof is fully retracted and concealed 
in the luggage compartment at the touch of a 
control button. 


If virtually universal acceptance is any criterion, rear 
fins rank next to low silhouettes in importance as a 
characteristic of current styling. On current models, the 
growth of fins at the rear has reached the proportions 
of being standard industry practice. Most stylists have 
demonstrated preference for fins in varying sizes — 
and, in some cases, with an outward tilt or so-called 
“canted-fin"’ effect as viewed from the rear of the car. 

* * * 

IRTUALLY every 1957 model has increased glass 

area. And glass is another field in which styling and 
technological developments are coming along at a rapid 
rate. This year, the compound-curved or “‘twin-wrap" 
windshield and curved side windows made their pro- 
duction appearance.

|far as is known, none had reached g 
status of commercial success. Until the 
present experiments, there is no record 
of any successful vehicular installotions 
of such powerplants.

WE SEE then, that the free piston en- 


gine has been developed satisfactorily for ‘ 


use as an air compressor or for producing 
power in large sizes. What's new, how- 
| ever, is the intriguing possibility of put- 
ting this type of powerplant under the 
hood of a passenger car. 

Ash shown in the accompanying schemoa- 
tic sketches, the differences between the 
conventional gas turbine and the free 
piston type are readily apparent. in the 
compressor-driven or conventional type of 
turbine, air is compressed to about 60 
pounds per square inch by a centri- 
fugal compressor. This air blast discharges 
into a combustor where fuel is burned, 
and then the gases enter the first tur- 
bine. This turbine supplies energy for 
driving the compressor. Further expansion 
of the hot gases is obtained in a second 
turbine, which is connected to the rear 
wheels of the car through a suitable trans- 
mission. 

Thus, the compressor, combustor 
and first turbine may be consid- 
ered as a continuous gas genera- 
tor creating power-gas to expand 
through the second turbine, which 
delivers power to the rear wheels. 

In contrast, the free piston engine is, 
in effect, a two-cycle opposed-piston die-

cating compressors without the compli- 
cation of connecting rods or crankshafts. 
All of the compressed air from the com- 
Pressors is used as supercharge air for 
the diesel combustion chamber. 

In the usual free piston and turbine 
combination installation as now being 
tried experimentally for automotive use, 
the complete gas-generating section of 
the gas turbine engine is replaced with 
the free piston reciprocating diesel, while 
the second turbine is retained as before 
for the actual energy output to the car's 


| rear wheels.

THIS ENGINE is an efficient power- 
plant, as compression ratio varies be- 
tween 30 to 1 and 50 to 1. Operating 
on the diesel cycle, it consumes fuel at o 
high level of pressure and temperature— 
much higher than in the conventional 
gas turbine engine. 

It also has the disadvantages of © 
highly supercharged two-cycle diese! en- 
gine. Its piston rings must function with 
rather poor lubrication under high tem- 
perature and pressure conditions, and 
must travel across cylinder ports. 

The injection system must be different 
from that of a standard diesel engine, 
since fuel is injected at a point where 
piston motion is nearly at a standstill, and 
there is no rotating crank to time this 
event. 

Starting also offers some prob- 
lems, since it must be accom- 
plished during one stroke. There is

crank the engine. Also, in order to 
achieve good idling operation, it 
may be necessary to sacrifice 
efficiency by bypassing some ex- 
haust gas direct to the atmo- 
sphere without going through the 
turbine. 

One experimenter characterized the 
free piston unit as one that suffers the 
same ailments and responds to the same 
treatments as other high-output diesels. 
Problems are, however, accentuated by the 
excessively high temperatures and pres- 
sures in the combustion chamber. This 
same engineer identified principal de- 
velopment problems as cylinder wear, pis- 
ton ring wear and breakage, intake valve 
failures, oil leakage past seals (causing 
airbox fires), piston ring groove deposits 
and high piston cooling oil consumption. 

Essentially, in a comparison with the 
conventional or true gas turbine, the 
free piston engine is attractive because 
it is an efficient engine without the com- 
plication of a regenerator. 

> * * 


Heat Exchanger Needed 


HITHERTO, A major difficulty in ap- 
plication of a gas turbine to automobile 
vse had been the vuneconomical con- 
sumption of fuel. Now, however, with de- 
velopment of the efficient heat ex- 
changer or regenerator, exhaust gas en- 
ergy is used to warm up the incoming 
gas flow. This improves thermal efficiency 
and brings fuel consumption into an ac- 
ceptable range. Among still-unsolved tur- 
bine problems is a means of producing 
on effective, inexpensive regenerator of 
lightweight construction. 

In typical turbine operation, air is 
taken through an induction silencer and 
highly compressed before being heated 
vp still further in the heat exchanger. 
Next, it flows into the burner, where fuel 
is injected. The combustion gases then are 
used to rotate a turbine, which drives 
the compressor, ond, finally, the remain- 
ing gas energizes the power turbine that 
drives the car. Exhaust gases are led 
through the regenerator before being dis- 
charged into the atmosphere. 

inherently, to be efficient, this 

type of engine must maintain a 
higher power turbine inlet tem- 
perature than that used for the 
free piston and turbine combina- 
tion. Des pite such advantages, 

many engineers hold serious 
doubts that the free piston en- 
gine will replace any of our 

present-day forms of engines — 
but, rather, will grow to occupy 

a specialized place in the power- 
plant field. 

One well-informed Detroit fuel expert 
typifies this view with an opinion that 
“only rapid and unusual progress in free 
piston development will bring it a share 
of the automotive market.” He implies 
that, in view of the long history which 


has seen the free piston engine under | 
development for many years in various | 


parts of the world, such rapid progress 
in the automotive field is only an outside 
possibility. 

John G. Moxey jr., assistant director, 
research and development dept., Sun Oil 
Co., has said that free piston experi- 
menters divide essentially into two camps, 
both of which agree that this type of en- 
gine has a promising future. 

One group, however, says that appli- 
cations will be limited to such fields as 
marine craft, stationary powerplants, 
large off-road mobile equipment and, per- 
haps, locomotives, trucks and buses. These 
individuals see only a remote possibility 
for installations in vehicles used for per- 
sonal transportation.

ON THE other hand are those who are 
confident that the free piston diesel al- 
ready has shown sufficient merit to re- 
place the conventional turbine in long- 
term planning—aond that it is capable of 
development for future automobile power- 
plants. 

The combination of free piston engine 
and gas turbine will become a serious 
contender for powering automotive vehi- 
cles, including trucks, buses, military 
vehicles and passenger cars, according to

The free piston-turbine is a contender 
for choice as the engine of the future, 
Frey continues, because it does not suffer 
by comparison with present-day engines 
in regard to throttle response, fuel econ- 
omy or cost of manufacture. Furthermore, 
he asserts, it has a superior torque curve 
and allows for split passenger vehicle in- 
stallation, with gasifier in front and power 
turbine in the rear.

ON THE negative side, Frey concedes 
that the free piston unit is hampered by 
weight disadvantages. In his opinion, the 
most serious free piston drawback is that 
even its projected weight is in excess of 
three pounds per horsepower. This is too 
high for favorable comparison with fu- 
ture weight-power ratios of refinements de- 
rived from present-day engine types. 

“Furthermore,” says Frey, “the 
full load life of a free piston gasi- 
fier at weights of three pounds per 
horsepower remains uncertain." 

Also, to be successful, it is recog- 
nized that the free piston engine 

must develop into a machine ca- 

pable of much higher cyclic

Even such a strong supporter of the 
free piston engine as Paul Klotsch admits 
that a number of problems still must be 
solved before this engine type could re- 
place the current powerplant.

IN A “turbine progress report” de- 
livered before the Society of Automotive 
Engineers in October, 1956, Huebner re- 
vealed that many of the gas turbine 
problems—such as the need for scarce 
metals, acceleration lag, lack of engine 
braking and manufacturing cost had been 
solved already, or were well on the way 
to solution. 

The gas turbine engines developed by 
Chrysler rival today’s conventional auto- 
motive engines in efficiency and ‘‘there 
are many known methods of improving 
the turbine's efficiency still further,” he 
declared. 


Huebner asks: “Why a gas tur- 
bine?" ... and answers by say- 
ing: “We think the most important 
reason is that this type of engine 
has the greatest potential for 
both near and long-range future 
development.” 


A thermal efficiency of 40 percent may 
be attainable in the turbine during the 
next decade, he predicts. This compares 
with the 28 percent thermal efficiency, 
which is about the peak for today’s en- 
gines.

You'll recall that an advantage claimed 
for the free piston is that its turbine 
operates at relatively low temperatures, 
In strong rebuttal to the assumption that 
this fact necessarily gives the edge to 
free piston designs, Huebner refers to 
promising results of materials research and 
confidently asserts. 


“Current operating tempera- 
tures can be maintained for satis- 
factory part life without the use 
of any cobalt and with nickel 
content low enough to be well 
within the practical range from 
the standpoint of availability." 


Another well-known automotive  av- 
thority—and one of those who regard av- 
tomotive free piston publicity as a ‘‘cruel 
joke" on the public—speaks about tech- 
nical difficulties standing in the path of 
the free piston engine. But, in summar- 
izing his reasons for favoring the tur- 
bine, he says that you can rule out the 
free piston engine simply by asking why 
we don't have diesels in American pas- 
senger cars today.

Many Problems Remain 

WITH SUCH theoretical attributes, you 
may wonder that there is any question 
about the turbine's fitness to succeed the 
conventional Otto-cycle piston engine. Ac- 
tually, the reasons why the turbine is not 
a “sure thing” are many and varied. 

In the first place, its original short- 
comings are summed up in the criticism 
that an vunregenerative: gas turbine is 
“a fuel-hungry heat wave with a vehicle 
under it." Addition of the heat exchanger 
or regenerator offers relief from high fuel 
consumption and blast-furnace exhaust 
temperatures—but compromises such tur- 
bine benefits as compact size and light 
weight, as well as imposing an added 
handicap on the vital manufacturing cost 
factor. 

From a practical standpoint, it 
also is charged that gas turbines 
would be sensitive to changes in 
atmospheric conditions. Critics al- 
lege that turbine all-around per- 
formance and power output are 
likely to vary much more widely 
with atmospheric temperature and 
altitude (pressure) changes than 
either the conventional engine of 
today or the free piston power- 
plant.

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In respect to mechanical features, 1957 
will go down in automotive history as a 
yeor of major engineering changes. In 
some opinions, the several major engineer- 
ing advancements offered on the industry's 
current models are regarded as a larger 
step forward than previously 
achieved in any one model year. 


There is no disputing the idea 


. that at least three of the changes 


—front-end torsion bars, fuel in- 
jection and air suspension — de- 
serve classification as first-rank 
technical innovations. Many would 
rate this year's torsion bar sus- 
pension development as the year's 
outstanding engineering feature, 
for the reason that neither fuel 
injection nor air suspension sys- 
tems will be sold in large enough 
volume to become a major factor 
in the overall 1957 car market. 
Another important design innovation— 
center X-frame, which was 
adopted by one maker this year, gener- 
ally is viewed as a forerunner of similar 
frames to be used by several other makes 
in the future. In frames this year, the trend 


was toward more rigid construction with | 


wider spacing between side rails on a 
number of makes. 
In suspensions, a majority of the 1957 
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cars have adopted ball-joint front-end 
construction, with anti-dive geometry also 
becoming standard design practice to 
minimize front-end dip when brakes are 
applied. One maker uses variable rate 
coil springs in front, with spring design 
arranged to cause the action to become 
stiffer as it reacts to increasingly large 
bumps. 


* . > 


IN REAR suspensions, a noteworthy fea- 
ture is the novel idea introduced by one 
make, which insulates the rear-spring front 
mounting eye from the frame by means 
of air-rubber cushion bushings. The new 
models also reveal a trend toward non- 
symetrical rear leaf spring geometry. The 
typical off-center installation locates the 
rear axle about one-third of the spring 
length back from the front anchor point. 


In automatic transmissions, 
Chrysler extended availability of 
its new three-speed unit to all five 
of the corporation's cars. Chevro- 
let introduced an entirely new au- 
tomatic transmission consisting of 
a five-element converter, in which 
three turbines are connected in- 
dividually to the output shaft 
through two planetary gearsets. 
A hydraulic retarder is used for 
downhill braking. 


Many drivelines and rear axles were 
changed to aid in lowering the bodies and 
to toke care of increased engine torque. 
The new designs include increased drive 
Pinion offsets; two-piece, three-joint pro- 
peller shafts; adjusted rear axle ratios and 
higher capacity gears, bearings, universal 


| joints and housings. Several additional 


makes now offer the torque-bias “limited 
slip" type of differential that automatically 
diverts the highest proportion of driving 
torque to the rear wheel which has the 
greatest traction. 

IN A sweeping concession to the stylist, 
fourteen-inch wheels with wider-cross- 
section low-pressure tires were specified 
on many mokes. With the reduction in 
wheel diameter and continued rise in en- 
gine power, brake improvements — such 
as wider linings, flanged drums and de- 
sign for better lining contact—were made 
by various manufacturers. 


Another innovation appearing on some 
cars this year is the dual headlamp in- 
stallation. Brought about largely at the 
instigation of the stylist—who wanted 
“something different" in front-end appear- 
ance — the dual headlamp arrangement 
does provide a significant lighting im- 
provement and seems destined for univer- 
sale use in coming years. 


in engine accessories, the dry- 
type pleated paper air cleaner 
rose to occupy an important posi- 
tion in the original equipment 
field, displacing the oil-wetted 
and oil bath types on a number of 
makes. Additional engine develop- 
ments included the usual annual 
upgrading of compression ratio, 
displacement and horsepower. 

Contributing to boosted power 
outputs in some instances are 
newly available fuel injection sys- 
tems and, on other makes, belt- 
driven superchargers. 

Two makes now offer an automatic 
engine cooling fan thal uses a thermo- 
statically controlled clutch to govern fan 
speed. When the engine is at normal 
operating temperature, the fan idles. 
When increasing water temperature actu- 
ates the thermostat, the fan comes into 
operation. Significant horsepower savings 
are claimed for highway operation. 

Steering systems in 1957 stress safety 
and ease of operation in both manual 
and power steering developments. Energy- 
absorbing, “deep-dish" steering wheels 
have been adopted as standard or op- 
tional equipment on most cars. Many 
makers have embodied design changes to 
reduce the steering ratio for “quicker” 
steering ond, on manual systems, improved 
features as an aid to reduction of steering 
effort. 

Additional significant technical develop- 
ments include expanded use of printed 
circuitry and transistors in car radios and 
the introduction of printed circuits into 
dashboard instrument wiring. Interesting 
optional equipment developments include 
further growth of the trend toward under- 
hood air-conditioning systems that com- 
bine heating and cooling functions, and 
additional evidence of the power-assist 
trend in such areas as seat adjustment, 
window controls and door locks.

In the latter category is the turbine's 
much-criticized drawback of acceleration 
lag (while waiting for its internal parts 
to speed up). In this regard, one engineer 
reported that, after full depression of the 
accelerator pedal, some experimental tur- 
bine passenger cars have a lag of about 
two seconds, when nothing much hap- 
pens. After two seconds, however, he 
concedes that “all hell breaks loose." 


A RESTRAINING note on turbine opti- 
mism was sounded last fall at an SAE 
meeting, when Victor G. Raviolo, director 
of Ford's advanced product study and en- 
gineering research, offered an opinion 
that the future of gas turbines for pas- 
senger cars doesn't look as bright now as 
it did a year ago. 

He indicated that several basic prob- 
lems are stubbornly resisting attempts at 
solution, and that cost, acceleration lag 
and fuel economy difficulties still are a 
long way from being overcome. 

Inherent efficiency of the free 
piston engine, and its adaptability 
to design with non-critical ma- 
terials, cause Raviolo to regard 
this engine type with a bit more 
optimism. However, many vexing 
problems also were said to re- 
main in developing the free piston 
unit to a status of commercial 
readiness for passenger cars. 

On such points of theory and practi- 
cality, as well as many fine technical

details, the argument of turbine versus 
free piston engine goes back and forth, 
with many claims and counter-claims. 
. . . 
Present Engine Not Dead 

SUCH DISCUSSIONS often sound as 
though it is inevitable that one or the 
other type of powerplant will replace the 
conventional type of engine. Timetables 
for the changeover vary, but a popular 
guess places the engine conversion jn the 
period of 1962 to 1970. 

However, in the views of many en- 
gineers who are busily engaged in ex- 
ploring the development potential for 
today’s engine, such an assumption -is 
unwarranted. To judge by the flow of 
publicity material, the present type of 
engine is on the way out. 

Yet, if we listen to engine de- 
signers, they are not so sure. As 
a matter of fact, some leading 
engine men strongly doubt that 
either of the two widely discussed 
experimental turbine powerplants 
will replace present-day engines 
in volume production. 

The truth is that, in industry thinking, 
the high-performance V-8 still has an 
enormous development potential and is a 
long way from being written off. Novelty 
alone is not sufficient justification for a 
costly, radical change. There must be 
positive advantages for both the manu- 
facturer and the user. 

Decisions by car manufacturers to adopt 
turbines or free piston designs will be 
made only after careful evaluation of ad- 
vantages versus disadvantages of such 
powerplants, compared with the present 
and future highly developed Otto-cycle 
engines. 

. * 

THE PRIMARY factor in all such busi- 
ness decisions is one of dispassionate 
economics: Production costs, operating 
costs, impact on vehicle design — and, 
above all, which type of engine will aid 
in building cars that will attract the 
most buyers. 

Pertinent factors will, of course, include 
effects on vehicle first-cost and operating 
and maintenance expense, as well as on 
all-around performance and reliability. 

The newer types of powerplants 
have an inherent advantage in 
their adaptability to sales promo- 
tion and advertising themes. Tur- 
bines and free piston engines, 
conceivably, may enhance sales 
appeal. 

At first, it is entirely possible that any 
such engine change could attract custo- 
mers. But, to hold up in the long run and 
not impose any penalty on the car maker, 
novelty of design alone is not sufficiént. 

A sweeping engine change of this mag- 
nitude must be predicated on solid rea- 
sons of design and engineering and 
economics—as there must be demonstra- 


table advantages to keep the buyers 
coming back when the novelty wears off. 
List Comparison Factors 


STRIPPED DOWN to fundamentals, this 
means that, before any new kind of auto- 
motive engine can supersede the present 
piston engine it must: 

(1) weigh less; (2) occupy less space; 
(3) be less costly; (4) be more economical 
to operate; and (5) give better vehicle 
performance. 

These comparison criteria must 
be faced. Those who are enviously 
sniping away at the position held 
by today's engine are all too 
aware of this. Also, they know 
that the target is no “sitting 
duck." Constant improvements in 
all of the five factors named 
above make the current engine a 
fast-moving target — and one 
which always is moving in such a 
way as to make the engine sub- 
stitution an increasingly difficult 
task. 


The future course of the gasoline en- 
gine already seems to be fairly well 
charted. Compression ratios are given an 
annual “improvement factor’ as fuel 
octane values rise. A steady compression 
ratio boost to the 12 to 1 level over the 
next decade seems probable. 

Fuel injection has made its production 
debut on several 1957 cars, and the oul- 
look is for gradual growth in acceptance 
of the new fuel systems. Eventually, it is 
anticipated fuel injection will replace the 
carburetor on most cars. 

. > . 

OTHER SIGNIFICANT innovations slated 
to boost the conventional piston engine's 
chances are turbo-supercharging and 
weight reduction through use of light 
metals. 

At Doehler-Jarvis, A. F. Baver, chief 
engineer, confidently asserts that produc- 
tion acceptance of the aluminum die cast 
engine block will push back the gas tur- 
bine for several years. According to 
Baver, a water-cooled V-8 engine with 
cylinder block, cylinder heads, transmis- 
sion, water pump and fan cast in alumi- 
num would give a weight saving of ap- 
proximately 230 pounds. This is, he says, 
even more weight saving than the 200- 
pound reduction anticipated from in- 
stallation of a gas turbine. 

To illustrate the impressive 
calibre of the lities for 
today's engines: Dari F. Caris, 
head of General Motors research 
staff automotive engines depart- 
ment, has stated that, if gas tur- 
bines or free piston engines had 
come into use 50 years ago, and 
were standard on today's cars— 
the inventor who could come up 
with an advanced version of our 
actual ¥-8 of today would stand 
an excellent chance of taking over 
the passenger car field. 

Of course, there's always the outside 
chance that steam-powered or electric- 
driven autos may be revived in modern 
form—or an as yet undisclosed type of 
powerplant may come to dominate the 
scene. 

All current automotive powerplant de- 
bates may be obviated if the nuclear 
scientist should succeed in achieving a 
technological break-through that would 
make atomic-powered yehicles feasible. 
Advertising men then could proclaim: 
“Fuel for entire car life included in origi- 
nal purchase price!” 

. . * 

AT PRESENT, it must be-admitted that 
the outlook is dim for automotive nuclear 
engines. The most optimistic calculations 
indicate that radiation shielding require- 
ments alone would give a minimum engine 
weight of seven tons. 

If not directly powered by compact, 
mobile nuclear reactors, there still is the 
possibility that automotive vehicles may 
profit by atomic developments that some- 
day may make electricity so cheap that 
it will again encourage the industry to 
build electric-powered autos. In that far- 
distant era, an electric charging station 
might replace present gasoline filling sta- 
tions. 

Typical of visionary authorities, who 
have discussed such long-range possibili- 
ties, is Andrew A. Kucher, director of 
Ford's scientific laboratory. Talking about 
engineering progress that appears feasible 
within the next 100 years, Kucher said: 

“One can conceive of cars run 
by electrical power generated by 
atomic reactors and propagated 
by microwave beams directed to- 
ward the car The engine will con- 
sist of semi-c devices 

and motors of unusual design 
made of material whose magnetic
